West Springfield Man’s Success Cited to Show New 
England’s Agricultural Opportunities 


| 


WESTFIELD, Mass., Aug. 21 (Spe- | 
‘cial)—Examples showing that agri-| 


culture in New England is much| 


more extensive and important than | 
is generally believed were cited by | 
Lynne P. Townsend of the Hampden | 
County Improvement League, speak- 
ing from the viewpoint of an Iowa 
man, before the Kiwanis Club here 
yesterday. Mr. Townsend has the) 
vantage ground of eight years’ work 
on Successful Farming and four 
years’ work on Wallace’s Farmer. 


He said: 

The first reaction of one born and 
raised in the atmosphere of the 
greatest corn state of the Union is 
likely to be anything but optimis- 
tic when he first views the “hills, 
rock-ribbed and ancient as the sun,” 
which contribute so much to the 
beauty but so little to the farming 
of New England. Yet eight months’ 
work here in the very midst of 


such farming has been a continuous 
revelation. The man who laughs at 
the agriculture of New England or 
of Hampden County is ill-mannered 
or ill-informed. 

There is a family in Hampden that 
has made a home and a competence 
in the last 12 or 14 years, There are 
20 voung farmers in Granville who 
have elected to stay in that old town 


and are making good. There is a 
man in West Springfield who on one 
acre of ground keeps upward of 2000 
hens, and after deducting every pos- 
sible item of expense and keeping 
the most careful kind of cost records, 
finds himself with a net profit of 
nearly $2.50 per bird per year, a 
record matched by no poultry raiser 
of my acquaintance in the middle 
west. 

There is an orchardist in Wilbraham 
who sold 10,000 baskets of peaches 
from a roadside stand and got one 
check from a_ wholesaler for 
than $6000 in one season. 

In Feeding Hills is a fine example 
of a farmer of the old school. He now 
operates only seven acres, but every 
foot of space is productive. He does 
all the work himself, follows the most 
modern practice, grows alfalfa for 
hay, produces a small fleld of good 
corn, and lives in a comfortable home. 


Formerly he farmed from 50 to 100 | 


acres in an intelligent way. 

What does the average resident of 
this county and this section. think 
of the farming industry here? Not 
so much I fear, as he ought to think. 
Our agriculture is worth while. [t is 
important. It should be encouraged 
to the greatest possible extent. It

Widespread Industry 


The bootleg industry, in one form 
or another extends over the whole 
country; but it operates mostly in 
the centers of population. Its busi- 
ness is colecting supplies and dis- 
tributing them, and its operations 
vary in size from the small opera- 
tor, who sells locally the product of 
local stills, up to the big operators 
whose lines extend into foreign 
sources of supply and into broad 
fields of distribution. None of these 
operations that are big enough to be 
more than matters for local police 
control can be carried on except 
through conspiracies to violate the 
laws. 

These conspiracies involve many 
persons in various walks of life. 
All are guilty. Among these persons 
the final distributor is of least im- 
portance. In fact, he is of tio im- 
portance to the Federal Govern- 
ment except as he furnishes a line 
of approach to the bootleg operator 
whom he represents. 

Government by treaties and ne- 
gotiations will make it more and 
more difficult for unscrupulous op- 
erators to take a:lvantage of the 
protection of forcign flags.

Attack Domestic Sources 


‘Within this eustoms line the pro- 
hibition unit is organized to attack 
domestic sources of supply. Distil- 
leries, industries using al¢ahol, and 
breweries, if proven to be sources of 
supply to the bootleg trade, will be 
proceeded against as nuisances and 
closed. This is a purely business 
proposition, easily understood, and 
should be capable of execution. Qur 
inspectors will be trained chemists 
and pharmacists, and our enforce- 
ment agents trained criminal inves- 
tigators and undercover operators. 

Meantime we shall proceed vigor- 
ousiv toward:the arrest and punish- 
ment through .major conspiracy 
cases of those who are conducting 
the bootleg business, These cases 
will be made under legal guidance, 
and with the eo-operation of 
the Department of Justice will be 
given speedy court action. In each 
district counsél .should give prompt 
attenti to clearing court dockets,in 
earder that the decks may be cleared 
prompt action along the above 
lines.

[I am as strongly in favor of the 
prohibition policy as ever and am not 
at all disappointed or disheartened 
by the present situation in regard to 
enforcement. 

The condition of affairs today is 
far from ideal, but it represents a 
great improvement over the condi- 
tion of affairs before the Eighteenth 
Amendment was accepted. New 
York city, for example, is perhaps as 
“wet” as any city in the country, 
bait the general situation is so much 
better than it, was when I came‘here 
nineteen yeafs ago that I would not 
have the old situation returned for 
anything. 

Liquor lawlessness is no new 
thing. There never was a liquor law 
at any time which was perfectly en- 
forced. Traffickers in this industry 
have always been criminals and must 
be fought as such. The standard of 
enforcement today, to the end of 
abolition, measures up very favor- 
ably with the standard of enforce- 
ment a quarter of a century ago to 
the end of regulation. As between 
the lawbreaking bootlegger and the 
lawbreaking saloonkeeper I ‘prefer 
the former. If a law is to be repealed 
or modified because it is violated, 
how many laws upon the statute 
books of any American city or state 
would survive? We are a lawless 
people, and our problem is not law- 
lessness in prohibition but lawless- 
ness in general. 

No well-informed or wise man ever 
expected that the eichteenth amend- 
ment would solve the liquor problem 
in a day or a decade or even a gene- 
ration. It took 36 vears to abolish 
the slave trade after the law prohib- 
iting it was passed in England, and 
that was a comparatively easy prob- 
lem. It will take as long, and perhaps 
longer, to get rid of the liquor trade 
under our present prohibition enact- 
ments. But it will come and the re- 
sult will gustify the effort and pa-

Wheat Situation Warrants 


Better Price, Says Mr. Silver 


Short Asiatic Yield Encourages Increased Export 
From Pacific Ports—Europe in Position to Buy 
More—Distribution Facilities Favorable 


Special from Monitor Bureau 


CHICAGO, Aug. 21—The American 
farmer has an opportunity to get 
better prices for wheat, according 
to a survey of the world wheat sit- 
uation made by Gray Silver, presi- 
dent of the Grain Marketing Com- 
pany, formerly Washington. D. C., 


representative of the American Farm, 


Bureau Federation. Mr. Silver's con- 


clusions follow: 

The wheat situation, both statistic- 
ally and mechanically as to distribu- 
tion, warrants. much better prices 
than now exist, if the farmers will 
do the things necessary to ayail 
themselves of the best that the op- 
portunity presents. Total United 
States yield and carry-over, elimi- 
nating Durum or macaroni wheat, 
is about 694,000,000 bushels. Do- 
mestic requirements, according to 
government figures, are approxi- 
mately 650,000,000 bushels, leaving 
a surplus for export and carry-over 
in the next crop year of but 44,000,- 
000 bushels of broad wheat, being 
the smallest in years. 

A further helpful situation to the 
American farmer is the developing 
wheat -export.trade from Pacific 
coast points owing to this year's 
short Asiatic crop. Because of the 
short haul their large crop this year 
can be exported there most advan- 
tageously. So that in addition to 
the needs of industrial Europe we 
have added opportunity of assist- 
ing to supply the shortage in the 
Orient. 

There have been no large runs of 
weaker wheat on the general mar- 
kets so far, largely owing to the 
desire on the part of the miller to 
secure stocks while the wheat is in 
sight, thereby making a substantial 
flow of grain from the country 
elevators direct to mills instead of 
to terminal points for reshipment. 

Authoritative sources point to lar- 
ger European imports this year 
owing to depletion of reserve there 
last year incident to the high price 
then existing and short crop. In ad- 
dition, Europe being on a better eco- 
nomic basis, should consume more 
foodstuffs if given the opportunity. 
Last vear industrial Europe imported 
720,009,000 bushels and the year he- 
fore 775,000,000 bushels. Should the 
same demand exist in industrial 
Europe, plus the Pacific demand, in- 
stead of the estimated carry-over of 
167,000,000. bushels. we may be con- 
fronted with bare boards at the end 
of this crop year. 

If-the farmers of America can find 
their way clear to market their 
wheat in an orderly way, this crop 
will, it seems beyond a doubt, yield 
them much better prices than at this 
time exists or on any market to 
which they have had access for 
many years.

EDITORIALS 


A year_ago the good offices of the League of 
Nations were formally invoked to try to settle 

the persistent dispute be- 
tween Great Britain and 
Irak on the one side and 
Turkey on’ the. other, 
about the future of the 


Mosul! 
Vilayet of Mosul. That 
Vilavet is an area of 


Award 
J} about $87,000 square 


miles, containing some- 
what more than 800,000 inhabitants, situated 
at the north end of Mesopotamia and bounded 
on the north and east bv the foothills of the 
Taurus Mountains in Turkey and the highlands 
of Persia. It is claimed by Turkey on the ground 
that its inhabitants want to belong to Turkey 
and that the area was occupied by the British 
after the armistice. It is claimed by Irak on the 
ground that it is geographically part of Mesopo- 
tania and that its inhabitants want to belong to 
lrak. Great Britain and Turkey, having failed 
to find a solution for themselves, agreed to ac- 
cept the verdict of the League. 

The League-of Nations began its work by 
sending a commission of inquiry to the spot to 
ascertain the facts and to make recommenda- 
tions as to what its decision should be. This 
commission, consisting of a Swede, a Hunga- 
rian, and a Belgian, has now presented its re- 
port. It is a very remarkable document, show- 
ing evidence on every page of sincere and pains- 
taking investigation, a model, so far as can be 
judged from a mere perusal, of what the work 
of such a commission should be. It examines 
in great detail the local geography, the racial 
composition of the people, the economic factors, 
the wishes of the inhabitants, the legal and po- 
litical arguments adduced by both sides, and 
then states its conclusions. 

The repért shows how exiremely complicated 
the apparently simple problem of determining 
whether Mosul should belong to Turkey or to 
Irak really is. The commission says that the 
country is inhabited “bv Kurds, Arabs, Chris- 
trans, Turks, Yezidis, and Jews; in that order of 
numerical importance.” The Kurds number 
about 500,000 and live mostly in the east of the 
Vilayet. The Arabs, who are the only other 
race which lives in compact masses, live mostly 
in the town of Mosul and the west ofthe Vila- 
yet. The greater part of the trade of the area 
isdone with Irak to the south, and the rest with 
syria to the west. There is practically no direct 
conimunication with Turkey. ‘‘Economic con- 
siderations,’ sav the tommission. ‘‘argzue in fa- 
vor of the union of the disputed territory with 
Irak.” From “the legal point of view,’ however, 
Irak “must be regarded as an integral part of 
Turkey until that power r@nounces its rights.” 

Then the commission turns to the most impor- 
tant point of all, the wishes of the population. 
After pointing out why a plebiscite is imprac- 
ticable, it declares that, subject to certain reser- 
vations, “the_fact seems to be established that, 
taking the territory as a whole, the desires ex- 
pressed by the population are more in favor of 
Irak than of Turkey.” But it on to say 
that this opinion-was dependent on the continu- 
ance of the control of the country by the British 
under mandate from the League of Nations, and 
that if that mandate were to be withdrawn in the 
near future, a majority of the people would 
probably “prefer to return to Turkey rather 
than to be attached to Irak’ because of the 
greater strength and stability of the Govern- 
ment of the former. | 

The practical conclusion of the commission 
is that the Vilayet-of Mosul, with its present 
boundaries, should remain part of Irak, pro- 
vided that Irak remains under the effective 
mandate of the League of Nations (that is. 
under British control) for twenty-five years, and 
provided the officials and Administration are 
made more Kurdish in character. If, however, 
Great Britain is not willing to prolong its respon- 
sibility for the country beyond the four years 
prescribed in the present Anglo-Iraki Treaty, 
the Vilayet should be divided between Turkey 
and Irak, the Lesser Zab River being the frontier 
line. between the two. There the commission 
leaves the matter, for the final decision has to 
he taken by the Council of the League of Na- 
tions at its forthcoming session in September, 
in the light of the facts and recommendations 
now presented to if. 

The commission has evidently done what 
seems to be a very good piece of work. It has 
brought out clearly the fundamentals of the 
position. It has proved that the majority of the 
population are neither Arab nor Turk, but Kurd: 
that economically and geographically the ter- 
ritory ought to be attached to Irak: that most 
of. the people are for union with Irak today, but 
only on the condition that Great Britain is will- 
ing to remain responsible for the good govern- 
ment of the country for another twenty-five 
vears, because the inhabitants of Irak are clearly 
not yet able to conduct a stable government for 
themselves. It now remains for the League to 
hear the arguments of Turkev and Great Brit- 
ain on the report, to find out whether Great 
Britain is willing to bind itself for another 
twenty-five vears, and then to give its award. 
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The words quoted in the caption, “Mav it be 
light at eventide,”’ were used by Victor F. Law- 
son, editor and publisher

upon American journalism the imprint of what 
was truly a wonderful personality. He was the 
architect and directing constructive force be- 
hind one of the greatest newspapers which the 
middle western section of the United States has 
produced. 

There are eras and cycles in jeurnalism, as 
in all other departments of progress and devel- 
opment. It may be said that Mr. Lawson was 
a pioneer and pathfinder in what is regarded as 
the present era, that which began soon after the 
completion of that definite period of reconstruc- 
tien following the war between the states. There 
began simultaneously the growth of Chicago, 
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‘political superiority of your country! 


bringing with it an opportunity for the display 
of that peculiar genius which Mr. Lawson 
seemed to possess. In no American city, with 
the exception of New York, however, has the 
business of newspaper making*and publishing 
been marked by greater upheavals and changes 
than in Chicago. As one looks back upon the 
record of the rise and fall of the newspapers 
which have flourished or failed there, it seems 
that Mr. Lawson's was almost the only out- 
standing journal which for so long continued 
an uninterrupted progressive course. It has 
not changed as many other newspapers have 
changed, in its policies or in its general outward 
aspect. Many who’read it today have read it 
for twoscore years or more, some, no doubt, 
because it was Victor Lawson's paper. 

In these days of even greater competition 
among pulishers than those of an earlier period 
were compelled to face, it is no simple task to 
hold a popular newspaper on a level Keel and 
steer it in a straight course. One who succeeds 
in such an undertaking builds for himself an 
enduring and imperishable monument. As such 
a pilot perhaps Mr. Lawson never was tempted 
to vary his course. The line was fixed and estab- 
lished, and even at the close of day there 
was light which made it easy for him to guide 
the craft of which he was so long master into 
a fair haven.

To no one is this more true than to the Amer- 
ican opponents of the League of Nations. At 
the same time, those foreign spokesmen who 
come direct from Europe find it just as difficult 
to understand some local arguments advanced 
against the Geneva organization. 

“But the League is a disturbing factor!” crv 
the anti-Leaguers. “Our experience shows it 
making for peace!’ say the Europeans, 

“You can’t do so-and-so under the League!” 
say the first. group. “But we are doing it!” 
answer the Europeans. 

This goes on at some length during the Wil- 
liamstown sessions, and probably has a benefi- 
cent influence on both parties by opening the 
eves of each to the other’s viewpoint. Nacurally, 
however, the good-natured sparring of the for- 
eigners is resented by some members, who feel 
that an unwonted liberty is being taken with 
American foreign policy when it is asserted that 
their reasons for condemning the League are 
not accepted at face value by the majority of 
Kuropeans. 

At the present session, this and other discus- 
sions of American policy by foreign representa- 
tives have raised an open protest, not, however, 
against the foreign critics themselves, but 
against “the laughter and applause” that have 
greeted their gentle sallies at the expense of 
American foreign policy. It is said that “a 
French, Italian, or almost any European audi- 
ence,” could hardly have taken such treatment 
with levity. 

To this Dr. William EF. Rappard, Swiss mem- 
ber of the Permanent Mandates Commission, 
seems to offer satisfactory reply. As his mild 
irony has chiefly raised the tumult, it seems but 
fair that he should quell it. True, he says, that 
France, Italy and Germany would hardly permit 
such foreign criticism, even though good- 
humored, but in this he sees “the very real 

‘Y’ British 
representatives, he notes, have had it back and 
forth over certain disagreements in common- 
wealth policy before the whole Institute, and 
he offers this as an example of reasonable give- 
and-take in international discussion. He adds 
that he takes from Williamstown “increasing 
respect for the institutions of the American 
Government—for I see that the American Gov- 
ernment has the confidence of the American 
Nation, so that it does not in the least fear to 
have its institutions discussed in public by 
foreigners.” 

After this handsome gesture, what more could 
one ask? It hardly needs the words of Dr. Edwin 
I’. Gay of Harvard to convince everyone that 
America’s “period of adolescence’ — when it 
must be “sensitively bumptious” to any discus- 
sion of its affairs by foreigners—‘has passed.” 


If it were possible for philosophers to set down 
an infallible rule of human conduct the obsery- 
ance of which would in- 
sure contentment and 
happiness, it is doubtful 
if even then every mem- 
ber of the human family 
would find jov unalloved. 
It is a persistent trait of 
all who travel the long 
pathway of experience to 
seek out some different course than the one 
which has been marked, and to find new and 
strange adventures along the way. It is. no 
wonder, this being the case, that so few of these 
travelers have a common meeting place, or that 
their paths so seldom cross. 

But no such invariable rule, explicit and spe- 
cific in all its details, can be formulated. No wise 
person has ever attempted such an undertaking. 
Existence shaped by a prescribed formula would 
be colorless and its standard not much above 
mediocrity. We of the present day and age of 
the world could hardly be expected to submit to 
be bound by some rule laid down for the people 
of some forgotten generation whose temptations 
were not the same as those of our times, who 
found pleasures in pursuits which in no wise 
appeal to us, and whose ideas of right and 
wrong we may have long since discarded. 

Quite profitably, perhaps. might we agree to 
hold ourselves, in some things, more strictly to 
those rules of conduct which we are inclined to 
regard as obsolete, or puritanical. But it may be 
agreed, possibly, that just as no person has the

as We 
Go Along’ 
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right to prescribe a rule of conduct for his 
neighbor, so those of one generation, or country, 
or social or political status, have no right to 
prescribe the course of action of others. Those 
who attempt such indirect government, as well 
as those who carelessly submit to it, are bound 
to agree that it is not all that has been claimed 
for it. | 

Assuming this individual independence, as an 
inherent right, each of us, if we attempt to make 
our own rules as we go along, is charged with 
ereat responsibility. Liberty, as has been said, 
is a dangerous thing. As deplorable things have 
been practiced in its name as under the rule of 
tvrants and under the influence of hampering 
creeds. One is self-governed only as he is gov- 
erned aright, and one.is happy and contented 
only as the rule which he establishes for him- 
self and attempts to follow is the rule of right. 
Success, by whatever standard it is measured, 
comes in no other way.

ing the progress of the 
negotiations closely. In- 
deed, Paris has’ been 
holding its funding arrangements more or less 
in abevance, and Rome hag been waiting to see 
what measure of consideration would be given 
the little kingdom on account of the special cir- 
cumstances under which the debt was incurred. 

The agreement came with almost dramatic 
suddenness. Little more than a week was re- 
quired to reach an accord, and when the immen- 
sitv of the problem and all that it involves are 
kept in view it will be seen that 2 work of su- 
preme importance has been accomplished in a 
rdmarkably short time. The settlement-will not 
satisfv the advocates of complete cancellation— 
those who have been insistent that the debts 
should be wiped out for the reason that they 
were incurred in a common cause-—nor will it 
please the sticklers for the payment of every 
cent that is due. But there is a large body of 
public opinion to which the terms will appeal, 
a public opinion that is guided by the peculiar 
circumstances of the case—complicated as it is 
by political and economic issues-—and that Is 
cold toward the extreme notions of sectional 
interests. : 

No great surprise will be caused hy the favor- 
able nature of:the terms. Assurances had been 
given by President Wilson Versailles 
Peace Conference that Germany would be sub- 
stituted as a debtor with regard to the pre- 
armistice debt of $171.7S80.000. but in these 
assurances the United States was not legally 
bound as, of course, it did not ratifv the Ver- 
sailles Treaty. But while there was no legal 
obligation, the United States Debt Funding 
Commission recognized that there was a moral 
obligation involved, and it decided _to call for 
the repayment of principal only. 

As for the post-armistice debt, special consid- 
eration was necessary. . Belgium was in a diffi- 
cult position. Its trade balance was unfavorable. 
There were deficiencies in income from foreign 
investments, tourist travel, and other forms of 
“invisible” exchange. Hence the decision to 
forgo part of the interest in the first ten vears. 
It was generally conceded that there would be 
a reduction in interest, but to what extent and 
in what way it would be made was a subject of 
much speculation, as the question of precedent 
overshadowed every effort to find a solution. 
Yet it is generally felt that any other decision 
than that reached by the commissioners would 
have stood little chance of acceptance. To exert 
full pressure on Belgium, burdened as it is with 
innumerable difficulties, would tend to check the 
reconstruction work which the little nation has 
been carrying on ever since the war left its 
territory in ruins. 

Belgium has a hard and long hi!!l to climb. It 
is no simple task to face a debt of such propor- 
tions spread over a period of sixtv-two years. 
Yet the situation is made easier bv the very fact 
that its extent is known, that the amount is 
determined, and a plan to meet it will now en- 
gage the attention of Belgian political circles. 
Although better terms were no doubt hoped for 
by the Belgian Finance Minister, he has ex- 
pressed the opinion that the settlement is fair. 
His opinion is shared elsewhere in govefnment 
quarters, and there is little likelihood that any 
attempt will be made to prevent the settlement 
being ratified. To have the whole question re- 
duced to a workable basis is an achievement of 
more than passing note, for it removes one of 
the greatest stumblingblocks to economic prog- 
ress, and will spur other nations on to the fund- 
ing of their debts.

The Liquor Question in England

The British public house is a dismal and sodden place 
of resort. I know no more striking evidence of the power 
of the imagination of Charles Dickens than his ability 
to discern in these funereal homes of alcoholic addiction 
cozy nooks of comfort and hospitable homes of cheer. 
| have ‘known temperance reformers of such Draconian 
sternness of virtue that they deprecated the reading of 
Dickens at all lest the morals of the reader be cor- 


|. rupted by the enticements of “The Six Jolly Fellowship 


Porters,” or “The Marquis o’ Granby.” Thev erred fool- 
ishlv. Anyone who, influenced by the Dickens fiction, sets 
out in London to discover “pubs” of this type will con- 
clude that they are all dead as Marlev himself, leaving 
no ghost to influence their successors for the better. 

And yet the current argument for the retention of 
the “pul,’ is that it is the poor man’s club, the place of 
his relaxation from the cares and toil of the day. Per- 
haps that’s true; but as in all times and all places the 
publican spares but little of his profits to make the club 
a fit. place for its supporting members to frequent, I 
doubt if any sight in London jars so on the senses of 
a traveler fresh from a land whence saloons have been 
banished as the public house with its squelid accompani- 
ments. And not even in the day-of the saloon’s dom- 
inance in America was the spectacle presented there of 
women crowded into a bar “parlour,” leaving their chil- 
dren standing around outside, or both women and chil- 
dren perched on curb or packing-box without while the 
husband and father brings forth occasional pewter pots 
for their refreshment.

At the present time the attack upon alcoholism in Eng- 
land takes the form rather of efforts to regulate and 
improve the “pub” than any attempt to wholly eradicate 
the vice of drinking. There is a small hand of agitators 
for prohibition, but theirs are voices crying in a wilder- 
negs. Thev are hardly aS numerous as Were the Amer- 
ican prohibitionists half a century ago, and they confront 
a problem vastly more difficult, because in England the 
liquor trade has, what it never had in the United States, 
a certain respectability of its own and the open support 
of men in church, educational and financial circles, 
There are beer and whisky peers in the ilouse of Lords. 
| doubt if ever within the last quarter oi a century a 
brewer or distiller could have been elected to the United 
Senate. Distinguished prelates of the Established 

defend “the trade’—a thing unthinkable in 
church circles in the United States. The contrast was 
never more strikingly illustrated than by Rt. Hon. 
Winston Churchill sipping a glass of whisky and water 
during his speech in the Commons on the budget. What 
would have happened to any American siatesman of the 
present century who should have tried that in the House 
of Representatives?

| foes of liquor in England are arrayed is so very moderate 


in its proposals that it is no wonder militant radicals 
criticize it. Certain localities are defined in which spe- 
cial polls are to be taken—the first, four years after 
the passage of the act; the others, at three-year intervals 
thereafter. The ballot would offer the voters these alterna- 
tives: They might vote “dry,” in which case the liquor- 
selling “pub” would disappear from their neighborhood 
forever. They might vote “no change, in which event 
existing conditions would be continued, at least until 
another poll three years later, Or they might vote “reor- 
ganization,” which would result in the continuance of 
liquor selling in the district as a public function, along 
the lines of the Carlisle plan, of which [ shall say more 


hereafter. % S 


While this appears at first sight a rather mild remedy 
for so great an evil as the drink trade in England, it 
has merits which do not at first appear. For example, 
under its operation repressive legislation must neces- 
sarily’ be progressive. If a community votes “reorgani- 
zation” in its first poll, it will have submitted to it three. 
vears later only the alternative of going dry, as it cannot 
then return to the methods of the trade today. Some 
of the most enthusiastic advocates of complete prohibie 
tion told me that they thought the drys would be muck 
disappointed by the first votes taken under a local optiog 
law. Thev did not believe that many districts would 
actually vote dry. But they felt confident that the few 
which might take that step would present such an object 
lesson to others that when the time for the second elec- 


| tion came around the number of dry discricts would be 
| greatly increased. That was the experience of the United 


States -where under local option prohibition spread so 
rapidly that a great majority of its territory and a small 
majority of its people were under dry law before national 
prohibition was enacted. | 

Of course the trade and all its agencies—open and 
underground—fought this measure, whicn is known _as 
the Bishon of Oxford’s bill, bitterly. But its proviso of 
alternative verdicts at the polls, and particularly the 
provision by which electors may vote tor “reorganiza- 
tion,” stirred up a certain amount of dissension within 
the anti-liquor ranks. The cry is raised that improve- 
ment of the public houses under the Carlisle plan results 
only in the increased consumption of liquor. The element 
of profit to the dealer may be eliminated, and the “pub” 
thereby taken out of politics; but even though the state 
alone profit by the sale, the individual buyer suffers by 
the purchase, and it is the one purpose of intelligent 
liquor legislation to protect that buyer and reduce his 
numbers and the extent of his purchases so far as 
possibile. 
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London there was a lively controversy 
the experiment at Carlisie. It was 
alleged that reformed public houses were selling 
more liquor than ever. Of course, the logical prohibi- 
tionist is intolerant of halfway st¢ps, but it is doubtful 
whether any bill more radical than the Bishop of Oxford's 
hill could pass the Commons, and indeed that measure 
itself faces most powerful and determined opposition. 

An illustration of the attitude of the British Govern- 
ment toward the liquor traffic was afforded one night 
when I was in the Strangers’ Gallery of the Commons, by 
a question put by Lady Astor, who, with her husband, 
stands in the battle van of the anti-liquor-forces. She 
inguired rather sarcastically whether the appearance of 
advertisements of wines and spirits in government publi- 
cations meant that the Government was desirous of 
extending the use of alcoholic liquors among the people. 
An undersecretary made a very evasive and noncom- 
mittal reply, but the question set me wondering how a 
full-page “ad” of some once popular whisky would look 
in the Congressional Record, and how iong Americans 
would tolerate a secretary of the interior who enlivened 
his official bulletins with paid notices of popular forms 
of alcoholic drink. W. J. &

Visiting the Yezidis of Kurdistan in a Ford 


The Headwoman of the. Yezidis—known as Devil 
(Sheitan) Worshipers—received us. 

“The motorcar is bringing -America to us.” she 
“You are our second visitors from there this year!” 

Spectacularly our arrival fell short. We had visual- 
ized ourselves coming up under the castle wadls in pic- 
turesquely mounted file accompanied by an armed escort. 
And here we were in a Ford—a rifle ominously upright 
in front, the only concession to Kurdistan! 

Perils of the way dissolved upon our housetop in 
Mosul, while the evening light reddened the vast plain 
of Assvria. The mountains of Kurdistan sweep across its 
northern horizon. Westward toward the Euphrates rises 
the Jebel Sinjar; in the east beyond the Tigris, the 
Sheikhan. They are the principal Yezidi districts. The 
Mir’s’ fortress-like castle perches above Ba’adri village 
in the Sheikhan. Zaftiéhs to guard us thither? The 
famed white asses of the country to ride upon? Our 
courier replied: 

“Since we have automobiles here, and the British, the 
road is tairly safe.*I have engaged a Ford. With an 
early start. we shall be back in Mosul by nightfall.” 

Once .within the Mir’s stronghold, all disillusionment 
of modernity vanished. In that spacious hall Time had 
stood still for 3000 years. Its vaulted length was lit 
dimly by deep-embrasured windows. Ma’yani Kanum— 
“The Lady,” as the Mir’s mother is called—led to a divan 
at the far end. Clad in the pure white robes of the 
Yezidi matron, her hawklike features and piercing black 
eves looking out from a white wimple, she made a 
regal figure as she paced slowly down the hall, followed 
by a long retinue. 


said. 
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White turbans wreathed the dark faces of the retain- 
ers and they wore the distinctive round-necked tunic of 
white, girdled by a scarlet sash. They have strongly 
scuiptured features and large. lustrous eves. Black curls 
fall to their shoulders, beards flow upon their breasts. 
One saw a striking resemblance to the warriors who 
have marched upon Assyria’s marbles through thirty 
centuries. The origin of this mysterious race is unknown. 
They are thought to descend from the Chaldees. 

Of Americans, the Queen Mother knew they stood for 
education, Americans have the honor of giving the start 
to the first Yezidi girl ever permitted to be educated. 
She is eight-year-old Wansa, daughter of Ismail Beg, 
the Mir’s cousin. The diminutive Yezidi came into the 
McDowell's home in Mosul clad in a scarlet robe con- 
fined by a heavy belt of silver. Now dressed as a little 
American; the buttery bow in her hair bobs above the 
first reader. Not one Yezidi in a-thousand can read even 
that. Their ignorance arises from long isolation. 

“Until recently neither railroad nor steamship came 
within a week's journey.” the Headwoman explained. 
“Now with a motorcar one may run down to the railhead 
south of Mosul in a day, and in two cross the desert to 
the Mediterranean ports.” The augomopile is linking this 
primeval race with the modern world.

The burden of the Headwoman’s talk was her people's 
desire for peace. Hospitable, clean, industrious, Yezidis 
long for an end to warfare. A brave people, they have 
held fast their faith through centuries of persecution 
from Arabs of the plain and Kurds of the mountains, 
both Muhammadans. Also they esteem womanhood. The 
Prophet's follower may have a hundred wives in succes- 
sion, divorcing them at caprice. The minion of Satan 
takes his wife “until death doth part.’’ She does not veil 
her face, nor live in seclusion. 

The Queen Mother exemplifies the Yezidi woman’s 
power in startling degree. Her son is both king and 
priest. The Mir rules as hereditary lord over all Yezidis, 
whether in Kurdistan. in northern Syria or the Russian 
Caucasus. They are a nation as well as a sect. Sa’ad 
Beg's subjects number, according to various estimates, 
from 50,000 to 150,000. Some 500 villages owe him allegi- 
ance. But he fears his mother. It is said she scorns him 
as an amiable weakling; that beside him walks the 
spectre of his father’s unnatural end. The Mir was from 
home. But his baby son represented him. Dark-eyed, 
unsmiling, like everybody present he preserved an un- 
broken gravity and dignity of demeanor. : 

Nobody mentioned Sheitan. He is never named. Yezidis 
allude politely to him as Melek Taus, the Peacock Angel. 
Their holv sanjak (standard) represents him under the 
image of a bronze or copper peacock. 

Sheitan has his central shrine in a near-by mountain 
gorge, called Sheikh Adi. It is set above the kingdoms 
of the world, over which—the story goes—he rules by 


God's decree for 10,000 years.~ Two of the white-fluted |

distinguish all Yezidi temples rise in_the 
secluded ravine. In the mulberry-shaded temple court 
one is arrested by a startling figure. A snake stands 
erect. The serpent is carven in the stone facade to the 
right of the entrance. The Yezidis chief saint, Sheikh 
Adi, rests within. 
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A wandering Magian of the twelfth century, probably, 
he brought from Persia their cardinal doctrine, propitia- 
tion of the Evil One. At the autumnal festival thousands 
gather in the mystical glen. They come from far tents 
and pastures. 

No unbeliever ever has witnessed the secret ceremony 
of priests and priestesses within the temple. Few have 
seen the weird nocturnal! rites without. Along the moun- 
tainside myriad votive flames glimmer through the trees 
heneath whose branches, to music of tambourines and 
flutes, the white-robed multitude dances in -wild rhythm 
all night. 

The motor-caravans that cross-the desert weekly have 
brought this region within ten days of Paris and London. 
Its silvan seclusion will be invaded by tourists. One 
feels a pang for some of its celebrities. There is Sheikh 
Shems-ed-Din.. who is the Sun. At the yearly festival 
he receives olden honors. A white bull, sacred in ancient 
Assvria, is led round his small temple and sacrificed. 
Other Assvrian divinities reside here. 

The Moon and Stars, as well as the Sun, dwell in 
mythic symbol on the inner walis of the principal 
temple. Its hidden Holy of Holies enshrines one of the 
earliest of all deities. In the rock sanctuary beneath 
the temple is born the hallowed spring that fills the 
tanks in the temple above. murmuring in a clear stream 
down the aisle. Yezidis adore flowing water. They wor- 
one comes frequently upon their sacred trees, 
encircled bv stones. In this corner of Asia, until lately 
so remote, the oldest of the pagan gods are still living 
realities!

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Big Business and Prohibition Enforcement 


To the Editor of Tur (hHristTiAN Science Mownrror: 

The federal prohibition authorities are preparing to 
call in leaders of business in the United States to plan 
for a stricter enforcement of the prohibition law. which 
is a little reminiscent of the confidence reposed by a 
former administration in the counsels of the best minds 
of the Nation. The scheme, however, was not then en- 
tirely successful; it had its defects just as the dollar-a- 
vear men and their work had theirs. Enforcement of thea 
prohibition law is a matter of honesty rather than busi- 
ness. Business men may serve by helping to eliminate 
politics from the enforcement work and by to that extent 
encouraging honesty, but unless honest officials, aided by 
an honest public, take over the task, its accomplishment 
still will be far off. 

None of these successful buSiness men built up a 
great business.on dishonesty or lack of co-operation on 
the part of subordinates or upon the ill will of the public. 
And yet these are factors which are very vital to the 
enforcement of the prohibition law. 

Indeed, to these three things chiefly can be ascribed 
failure to make the law as effective as it should be. And 
honesty of the enforcing officers is =@ the only honesty 
that is- required; there is also necessary; ‘onesty on the 
part of the general public in its attitude towari tne 
law; honesty on the part of the business interests of the 
country whose representatives these leaders may be 
assumed to be. 

Without an honest acceptance and a whole-hearted 
observance of the law, instead of evasions of it and an 
attitude that saxs the law is for the other fellow, all the 
conferences of big business men that can be held will 
amvunt to nothing. Such conferences may make good 
publicity for someone, but they. won't do much toward 
curbing the activities of the rumrunner or the boetlegger. 
Business can do prohibition enforcement its best service 
by cutting off its share of the demand that these profes 
sional lawbreakers find extremely profitable to supply,
